NECESSARY LEGISLATION. 


I trust before the close of the present session 
some decisive action may be taken for the cor- 
rection of the evils which inheré in the present 
methods of appointment, and | assure you of 
my hearty coDperation in any measures which 
are likely to conduce to that end.

THREE BAD MEN. 


One of Them Killed and the Other Two 
Wounded by Officers and Citizens of 


Moberly, Mo.—An Exciting Chase After . 


the Desperadoes. 

MOBERLY, Mo., Dec. 4—An exciting chase, 
participated in by a large number of citizens, 
occurred here today, and resulted in the death 
of one desperado and the wounding of two 
others. On Saturday three men arrived here 
and registered at a hotel as William and John 
Curry and G. Smith, of Ottumwa, Ia. Yesterday 
a citizen ized them as Nicholas, John, and 
Ricbard Cook. three notorious desperadoes, 
whose home is at Mount Sterling. III., and they 
were further identified as three of the four men 
whom the autborities attempted to arrest at 
Topeka, Kas., last Tuesday, and in which at- 
tempt the Sheriff and an aide were badly 
wounded. Marshal Lynch, of this city. being 
informed, 4 — to arrest them, and, accom- 
panied by.O rs Stedger and Keller. ap- 
proached them on the street in a business part 
of the town at noon today. John Cook at once 
drew a revolver an ut Lynen. 
Sovoral shots were exchanged: Then the 
desperadoes started on a run. followed 
by the officers and a large crowd of citizens,who 
kept up a runum tire with pistols and shotguns 
hastily gathered along the way. The. fleeing 
men, after doubling for several blocks, came 
upon two saddie-borses standing at a rack. Two 
of them mounted and started southwest. 
third continued westward on foot, each pursued 
by a detachment of the crowd. Nicholas and 
John, the two on horseback, were overtaken by 
mouuted men and captured after receiving sey- 
eral wounds, Nicholas getting a charge from a 
shotgun in bis head, while John was knocked 
from his horse with a clubbed gun. The 
horses also were sbot in several places. 
Kichard, fleeing alone, was pursued by 
Marshal Lynch Thomas Haworth, 
and, after several shots were exchanged, 
he fell mortaily wounded, and died while the of- 
ficers were bringing him back to town in a wag- 
on. Nicholas and John were brought back and 
their wounds dressed. Nicholas was wounded in 
the head, and wil S die before morning. 
Johu is also badly hurt. men were shot in 
several places, and altogether a hundred shots 
must have been fired during the chase, as the 
men, by dodging about, gave time for a large 
crowd to gather in pursuit, many of them 
armed, who fired as they ran. The desperadoes 
were woll armed, and fired a large mumber of 
shots, but, strangely, not one of the pursuing 
parties was wouaoded. The men were identified 
this afternoon’ by a citizen-who knew them in 
Mt. Sterling. They are.wanted both in [Illinois 
and Iowa foffmumerous crimes, being cha 
with burglary, horse-stealing, and murder. 
Nicholas this afternoon confessed their ideutity 
and telegraphed their mother, Mrs. Shehan, of 
Mt. Sterling, of tneir capture and disabling. 
They were weill dressed and had considerable 
money in their possession.

The President meets the question of a re- 

duction of taxation, and grapples with it fair- 
ly and earnestly. He points out the fact that 
the National revenues are too great, and un- 
less checked by legislation will continue to 
increase, argues that only such taxes 
should be levied as are necessary for a wise 
and economical administration of the Govy- 
ernment. The surplus ſor the year ending 
in June, 1882 was $145,000,000. He again 
expresses his con viction that such a rapid 
extinguishment of the public debt as is naw 
taking place is by ne means a cause for con- 
gratulation, but is a reason for serious appre- 
hension, If it continues it must, in his 
opinion, be followed by evil results. The 
surplus must lie idle in the Treasury or the 
Government will be forced to buy at market 
rates its bonds not yet redeemable, and which 
under such circumstances cannot fail to 
command an enormous premium, or the 
swollen revenue will be devoted to extrava- 
gant expenditure which, as experience 
has taught, is ever the bane of an over- 
flowing Treasury. He regrets that Con- 
gress was unable at the last se- 
sion to mature a bill for the reduction 
of the surplus revenue. Last year he had 
recommended the abolition of the internal- 
revenue taxation, except the taxes on tobac- 
co, spirituous and fermented liquors, and the 
special taxes pertinent to-these. He renews 
this recommendahon now, excepting only 
the taxon distilled spirits. The repeal of 
these taxes, with the exception named, will 
reduce the cost of collecting luternal- revenue 
about $2,500,000 a year, and will lead to the 
retirement from office of from 1,500 to 2,000 
persons. 

Among the reasons given for not sweéping 
away the whole system of interna)l-revenue 
taxes is, that it is necessary that reductions 
and revisions of the tariff should be made, 
and such reductions might not be possible if 
all the internal-reyenue taxes were repealed. 

The present tariff system the President de- 
clares to bein many respects unjust. It is 
unegual in the distribution of its burdens 
and its benefits. He trusts that the report of 
the Tarin Commission will afford such infor- 
mation concerning the various interests as 
will practically aid Congress in its action on 
this subject. The revenue from customs has 
risen from $137,000,000 in 1879 to $220,000,000 
in 1882, and for the year ending next June 
will de much greater. If the tax on domes- 
tie spirits is to be retained, the President 
thinks it is plain thatlarge reductions from 
the customs revenue must be made. With- 
out going into detail he recomthends an en- 
largement of the free list; a simplification of 
the complex and inconsistent schedule of 
duties, particularly those now levied on cot- 
ton, iron, and steel, and a substantial reduc- 
tion of the duties on those articles; and also 
upon sugar, molasses, silk, wook and woolen 
goods. He points out also that in view of 
recent judicia! decisions the amending of the 
Standard of color as a test of saccharine 
strength in sugarsis a matter of necessity. 
The President's recommendations op these 
| questions of taxation, tariff, and revenue are 
earnestly made. 

The message commends to the attention of 
Congress the propriety of action on a bill 
now pending for arining and equipping the 
militia of the country. 

The President, after referring to the rea- 
sons given for vetoing the River and Harbor 
bill of last year, expresses the hope that no 
similar bill will be deemed necessary at the 
present session, ‘The greater part of the sum 
appropriated by that bill remains unexpended.

Such wise pro- 
visions have been adepted in the Constitu- 
tions of several of the States, and he com- 
mends the subject L the attention of Con- 
gress, 

He pays a nes tribute to the heroism of 
those who partigi pated in the Jeannette ex- 
pedition, and namés them in full in the mes- 


sage. 
He approves generally the recommenda- 


tions of the Postmaster-General, but declines - 


to approve the suggestion that the telegraph 
system be included under the charge of the 
Post-Office Department.

He appeals to Congress for prompt action 
for the reform of the civil service, which he 
argues at much length, and takes pains to 
condemn in the roundest terms the practice 
of the so-called political assessments, which 
assessments, he says, are in no sense volun- 
tary.

THE TREASURY REPORT. 

The report of the Secretary ot the Treas- 
ury, transmitted to. Congress yesterday and 
printed at length elsewhere, is an interest- 
ing and important document in so far aa it 
sets forth a com plete exhibit of the finances 
of the Government and a résumé of the work 
in the various branches of the public seryice 


engaged in the collection and disbursement . 


of the revenues. Otherwise it suggests rather 
than determines a number of. serious prob- 
lems in taxation and finance which must 
come up for settlement within the near fut- 
ure, conspicuous among which are the dis- 
position of the surplus revenues, the reduc- 
tion in taxation, and another funding of the 
4 and 4 bonds as @ basis for bank circula- 
tion. 

The aggregate revenues of the Govern- 
ment during the fiscal year ended June 30 
last, were $403,525,250, and the total ordinary 
expenditures, jaciuding. the payment of in- 
terest on the public debt, were $257,981,459, 
which lefta surplus of $145,545,810, which 
was increased by the cash Dalance remaining 
in the Treasury from the previous year to 
$166,281,505. The payment on aceount of the 
sinkmg fund, in strict compliance with the 
terms of the law, amounted to 360,079,150, 
which left more than $106,000,000 for the re- 
demption of bonds over and above the re- 
quirements of the law and the strictest con- 
striction of public faith. As a matter of 
fact, however, the reduction of the public 
debt has been already about $221,000,000 more 
than the Sinking-Fand act would have ef- 


feeted if the redemption of bonds on that ace. 


count had been Limited to its terms, and con- 
sequently the, surplus revenues practically 
amounted to the $166,000,000 collected in ex- 
cess of the ectual expenses. 

There was a net decrease of $2,751,448 in 
the Government expenditures during the 
year; the saving was made mainly in the re- 
duction of interest on. he public debt (611, 
431,534) and in the civil service; the increase 
was mainly in the pensions($11,285,914), which 
were swollen by an amount about equal to the 
saving of interest. A surplus of $75,000,000 
is estimated for the current fiscal year, and 
nearly the same amount for the next fiscal 
year, after allowing for the sinking fund and 
for an annual increase of $25,000,000 a year 
in pension payments. Certainly this is as lib- 
eral an allowance for an increase of pensions 
ag the people will sanction. What to do with 
this enormous surplus is the leading prob- 
lem of the day. There remain but $449,- 
324,000 of bonds redeemable at the pleasure 
of the Government, and after the retirement 


‘of that sum the policy of buying bonds in the 


open market at the prevailing premium 
would undoubtedly lead to an exaggerated 
charge by the holders, and the Government 
would be mulcted to the extent of millions 
of dollars for the privilege of paying its 
debts. 

This view of affairs naturally n the 
Secretary of the Treasury to the conclusion 
that a reduction of taxation is the only rem- 
edy against the embarrassment of riches—a 
conclusion, indeed; which he reached in his 
last annual report and which has long been 
impressed upon the people. The ‘reductions 
recommended are: (). The surrender of 
$22,030,750 of internal revenue, consisting of 
all the taxes in that system except those on 
spirits, fermented liquors, and tobacco, and 
also of the taxes on circulation and depos- 
its of the National banks; to this might 
be added a surrender of the special 
licenses to dealers in liquors and tobac- 
co, the loss of which would be Jargely 
offset by the saving in the cost of maintain- 
ing the system of collection. (2) The re- 
duction in the customs taxes. Concerning 
this, the Secretary remarks pointedly: 
“While the views of manufacturers are to 


| be weighed, it is manifest they will never be 


able to agree upon a reduction .of the tariff 
The work of the Tariff Commission 
has proceeded tar enough to make that fact 
clear. The articles which Judge Folger 


-recommends as the most obvious material 


for reduction are sugar, Wool, iron and steel, 

cotton, and silk, He is of opinion that a re- 
vision of the tariff may properly place a 
large number of dutiabie articies on the free 
list, and that in general the reduction can be 
made chiefly on raw material and the coarser 
manufactures. He urges in many places 


that both the customs and internal taxes on. 


spirits should be substantially maintained 
until the necessaries of life shall be relieved 
from an excess of taxation. 

The Secretary again recommends practical 
suppression in the coinage of silver dollars 
and the repeal of the law authorizing the 
continued issue of silver certificates. He 
pretends that if the coinage of standard 
silver dollars is kept up, and the demand for 
the circulation thereot remains dormant, “ it 
will be a serious question where the Treasury 
Department will find, in public receptacles, 
storage room therefor,” and he repeats the 
old argument, based upon the difference in 
the bullion value of the two metals and the 
embarrassments which may arise in main- 
taining several standards of value.“ To all 
this the comparative increase in specie 
money since the resumption of ‘specie pay- 
ment furnishes a very satisfactory answer. 
The stock of gold coin aud available bullion 
is estimated at $565,000,000 and of silver coin 
and available silver bullion at $209,000,000; 
this exhibit of the relative amount of gold 
and silver does not suggest any immedigte 
danger from the presence of silver unless 
nearly three times as much gold may be re 
«arded as threatening. -

RAUM’S SUGAR-TAX SCHEME. 

Internal Revenue Comuijssioner Raum 
ventures In bis report to make suggestions 
in regard to reductions of we tariff. His 
scheme is to piace sugar on the free list. 
The American people pay in tariff and bounty 
$50,000,000 a year on this harine—$45,- 
000,000 ‘in the shape of duties on a million 
tons of sugar and $5,000,000 in bounties to the 
Loulsiana sugar-growers. Thus it appears 
that the Government receives nine-tenths of 
the sugar-tax, and the “protected” Louis- 
iana planters one-tenth, with a trifle to the 
maple-sugar. producers of New England. 
Raum says: 


Tha objection to this measure would be the

We believe Congress will think twice be- 
fore adopting this scheme of paying two and a 
half cents 4 pound bounty to the sugar- 
growers of this country, and thus taking 
$5,000,000 a vear out of the Treasury to start 
with, The recent discoveries in sorghum- 
making render it certain that in a few years 
a large portion of all the sugar consumed in 
this country will be produced by our farm- 
ers, and in a decade or two that there will not 
be any imported from other countries. Mr. 
Raum’s scheme is te repeal all the duties on 
sugar and molasses, now yielding $45,000,000 a 
year, and in addition to that to levy $5,000,000 
of other taxes on the people and pay over the 
money as bounties to the sugar-growers in 
this country, and as the home production of 
sugar increases to increase the tax on the 
public in like proportion to pay the special 
bounty of two and one-half cents per pound, 

When halt the sugar consumed in tis 
| country is made at home from sorghum and 
cane the special bounty to be paid by the 
Treasury will exceed 30 millions of dollars, 
as the consumption of sugar in this coun- 
try is increasing very rapidly. By the time 
three-quarters ef the consumption is sup- 
plied by domestic production, say ten years 
hence, the bounties will exceed 45 millions a 
year, or equal to the whole revenue now de- 
rived from the sugar duties, The Govern- 
ment will then not only be deprived of the 45 
millions a year now derived from that source, 
but will be obliged to levy 45 millions of ex- 
tra taxes on the people to pay over 
to the sugar-growers as special - boun- 
ties! How much relief would it be 
to the people of the United States 
to have 45 millions of taxes on sugar taken 
off them and 45 millions of duties imposed 
upon them to procure the money to pay the 
sugar-growers 45 millions of special boun- 
ties? Does Mr. Raum really believe that 
Congress would seriously think of enacting 
so monstrous a scheme into a law? Why is 
he so very anxioué to repéal the sugar duties 
on consumers when he admits that nine- 
tenths of the whole tax goes into the Treas- 


. ury, and why doeg he fail to recommend the 


repeal or reduction of the duties on clothing, 
boots and shoes, hats and bonnew, carpets, 
crockery, household wares, iron and steel, 
and other prime neeessaries of life? He 
knows tat three-fourths to nine-tenths of 
all the taxes collected on these essential arti- 
cles go to the manufacturers in the shape of 
increased prices; and only one-quarter to 
one-tenth goes to the Government— the 
lion’s share of the enhanced cost find- 
ing its way into the pockets of the 
domestic fabricators of the goods. He 
knows that the high tariffites plunder the 
consuming publie at least 1,000 millions a 
year over and above a fair and honest pro- 
tection, but hedoesn’t want any of this rob- 
bery interfered with. The trouble with Mr. 
Raum is that he cannot bear to see the neces- 
saries of life cheapened to the consuming 
public. He isan ultra-protectionist of the 
Pig-Iron Kelley school of tariff extortionists, 
and that’s what is the matter with Mr. 
Raum. He seems not to be admonished by 
the late elections, but thinks that the Ameri- 
can people will continue crouching down be- 
tween its tariff bounty burdens like the 
strong ass Issacher, forever. 
THE NEW YORK SUNDAY LAWS. 

Gen. Grant once observed that the most ef- 
fectual way to repéal an obnoxious law was 
to vigorously enforce it. It is more than 
probabie that the manner in which the so- 
called Sabbath laws were enforced in New 
York on Sunday last will have this re- 
sult, and thus preyent @ rebound to the 
opposit direction, the effect of which, by 
proyoking the disgust and anger of the peo- 
ple, will transform the usually quiet New 
York Sunday into acarnival. Yesterday’s 
special dispatches in Tun Tumor from 
New York contained the details of the en- 
forcement of the Sunday penal code, and the 
moral was so palpable that it hardly needs to 
be pointed out. The scenes attendant upon 
the enforcement were so absurd and ridicu- 
loua that even the Puritanical advocates of 
the law themselves must have recognized 
what a silly mess they had made ot it, and 
how impossible it is to prevent necessary 
work, the sale of articles for which there is 
need, or the recreation of the people, se long 
as it is sought in such manner as does not 
interfere with worship at church or disturb 
the public peace. : 

As the Rev. Robert Collyer said, Lou 
ean’t govern Manhattan Island like a little 
Puritan town in New. England”; and yet 
this is just what a few fanatical people have 
attempted to do in the great City of New 
York, the population of which is two-thirds 
foreign. Nothing but evil can come ont of 
it. As the rector of All Saints’ said: The 
enforcement of the Sunday laws in advance 
of public sentiment will lead to wretched 
dodges and evasions which will demoraiize 
the community. A complex Organization 
like this city has many necessities which 
Sunday does notintermit. The one ultimate 
consideration is the good of the whole com- 
munity.” The rector of St. Thomas’ Church 
also spoke very true words when he said “the 
manner of keeping Sunday was best de- 
termined by individual conscience.” The 
greatest obstacle, however, which stands in 
the way, and which the advocates of the law 
systematically refuse to recognize, is the 
utter impracticability of its enforcement. 
They make no account of past experiences 
and failures. It has been tried over and 
‘over again in almost every. large city of the 
country, and has failed every time, and yet 
these bigoted advocates. return to it as if it 
were a trebh enactment, in consonance with 
the spirit of the age, and not a hoary relic 
of bygone times. If it weré not in one

Do they not know that the re- 
vival of ghosily superstition has no other ef- 
fect than to arouse ridicule or resentment ? 
Are they not aware that by such efforts they 
are agsailing the very foundation of Pro- 
testantism—namely: the rights of conscience, 
of self-assertion and personal judgment, and 
the protest against the encroachments of 
priesteraft ? The action of these fanatics is 
not advisable, is not practical, is not logical, 
is not Protestant. 


The City of New York, large as it Is and 


cosmopolitan as its population is, has always 
had an exceptionally quiet Sunday, and in 
some respects has set an example to other 
American cities. There have been no glar- 
ing violations of Sunday traditions. Neces- 
sary labor. only has been performed and 
opportunities have been given to working- 
men for rest and recreation. Those who did 
not wish to spend Sunday at church have 
had a large degree of liberty in enjoying the 
day in a quiet and decent manner, and those 
who wished te go to church have had the 
fullest and freest opportunity. There was 
therefore no eall for this sudden enforce- 
ment of the new penal code. The end of the 
matter will be, if the enforcement is persist- 
ed in, that the Sunday code will be disre- 
garded and repelled umtil it is repealed or 
modified for appearance sake, if for no 
other, for so long as it remains on the statute 
books its tendency is to bring all other laws 
into contempt, and to work evil instead of 
good. :

The above dispatch tallies with the state- 
ment on Egypt made in Parliament a few 
weeks ago by Mr. Gladstone in reply to an 
interrogahion by Sir Stafford Northcote. In 
his reply Mr. Gladstene Said that the Gov- 
ernment had reduced the army from 33,000 
men to 12,000, and would retain the latter 
number until the native army was ready to 
guarantee order and security; that the posi- 
tion of the garrison would be legalized by a 
“ convention” or written arrangement with 
the Khedive -only, based on the precedent of. 
the convention made with france in 1815, 
which will settle the localities to be oceu- 
pied, the relation of the General-in-Chief. to 
the Khedive, and the amount to be paid by 
the Egyptian Treasury, which is to discharge 
part, if not all, of the cost of occupation. To 
this statement the dispatch: adds the infor- 
mation that the native army itself is to be 
commanded by English officers. 

With an English garrison of itself suffi- 
cient to control Egypt, and with the native 
army led by English officers, a long step is 
taken towards the English occupation of 
Egypt. Turkey wiil undoubtedly protest on 
the grounds of suzerainty, but the protest, of 
course, will be an impotent one, as there is 
not a Power in Europe that will pay any at- 
tention to it. France may object, but her 
objection. will count for nothing, as she 
barred. herself Out by refusing to assist in 
the invasion, although repeatedly urged to 
do so by England. France, besides, is not in 
a position to assert her claims, and in her 
present disordered condition at home will be 
likely to accept a compromise in the shape of 
pecuniary compensation for her interests and 
the recoguition of her rights in Tunis. So far 
as Germany and Austria are concerned, En- 
gland has their good will and indorsement 
of her Egyptian policy, As to the dangers 
of withdrawal from Egypt, the Spectator 
very tersely says: 


Mere withdrawal will not secure to: Egypt 
either good government or self-government, 
but only government by the first Turk, Circas- 
sian, or even negro soldier, who can induce the 
armed class, by ho of pay and ‘plunder, to 
obey bis orders. We say nothing of the cer- 
tainty of mots, accompanied with bloodshed, 
which would induee European Powers to inter- 
fere for their subjects’ protection, for our con- 
temporary assumes a treaty would stop 
thut, and only ask to whose interest total with- 
drawal would conduce. To that of Eu 
whose waterway to Asia would be in danger? 
To that of England. whose route would never 
be sufe? To that of the Khedive, who would ve 
overthrown at once? Te that of the bondhold- 
ers, who would lose not only their plunder— 
naniely: the millions they never sent—but their 
rights—namely: the millions they did send. Or 
to that ot the people, who would be harried, 
tortured, and plundered. as they were when 
Abbas, and Said, and Ismail, in succession, in 
full pientitude of self-government, skinned 
them alive? They ke it? That is the old argu- 
ment for negro siavery. 


Eng!and must be recognized as the para- 


mount Power in Egypt. and that she will re- 


main so, with Lord Dufferin for the present 
at least as her authorized representative, to 
whom the Khedive must apply before acting, 
is evident. And this is as it should be. Un- 
der his Administration there will be no ne- 
cessity for the infamous Anglo-Frénch con- 
trol, whose persecution of the Egyptians to 
supply the greed of the bondholders was. 
the cause of the recent war, nor for the horde 
of foreign officeholders, who ate np their 
substance. Under English administration 
Egypt will enjoy more peace, security, and 
prosperity than ever before. This result is 
50 apparent, and the absence of opposition so 
couspicuous, itis a little remarkable that En- 
land does not frankly avow her purpose and 
proceed without further evasion or apology 
to its execution. The sooner it is done the 
better it will be for Egypt, and for Europe 
also, as it will extinguish another of the nu- 
merous menaces to its peace, which must al- 
ware exiat vo tong i the Eastern question is 
left unsettled.

BARRELED PORK, 
CHANGE IN THE RULES OF THE PRODUCE 
EXCHANGER.

AfteF the 
silver dollars bad been coined ere, there was 
uot good policy in bringing away, for there 
was no unsatisfied cali for them ono this coast, 
and the expense of carriage is great, never less 
thau I per cent. Besides that, the vaults on this 
side are inconveniently taxed in the storage of 
what is bere. Indeed. the storage capacity of the 
mints and other vault-room of the Govermment 
is ever¥where severely taxed. . There were on 
band in the Sub-Treasury on Nov. 1, 1882, 823. 
$84,387.62 of fracttional silver coin.’ In all, there 
were 2,400 tons of silver coin stored in che publie 
vaults. If the coinage of standard silver dol- 


lars is kept up, and the demand for them for 


circulation is as dormant as now, it will be a 
serious oom where the Treasury Depart- 
mont will find, in public receptacies, storuge- 
room therefor. 

Anothbe son for the coinage at San Fran- 
cisco is, that all the builion for the montbly eoin- 
age required by law could not he bought on this 
side of the mountains at the market rate us re- 


quired by the. law, and that portion bought on 


the Pfeile side was comed there because it 
would cost so much to bring it to this side for 
eolnage, even if there had been mint facilities 
therefor. 

The amount of silver certificates outstanding

Inasmuch as by recent lewistadon the Secre- 
tary is required to issue gold certificates, it is to 
be looked for that the place of the silver certiti- 
cates will be to a great extent supplied by gold 
certificates, as the latter are furnished con- 
venient denomigations; and it is just 
that a certiticate. payable io a coin wort 
per cent of its nominal value will be displaced by 
one worth fully its nomial value. 

Is the idea vain that the continued coinage of 
silver dollars is not now required for cireulation 
of them, or as a basis for the fasue of such cer- 
titicates, and that the policy of the Goverument. 
so fur as it was meant to increase the price of 
silver, bag not been successful ? 

As was stated in the report of last year, the act 

uiring the issue of silver certificates, making 
hom receivable fer customs and al! public dues, 
was a part of, the palicy of Congress to maintain 
the standard of the silver dollar at or near 
of tho gold dollar. 

The objections then urged to the issue of sil- 
That they form an inex- 
pedient addition to the paper currency; that 
they are made a legal teuder for the purposes 
named for more than their real value; t there 
is no promise on the part of the Government to 
pay the difference between their actual and 
nominal Value; and the embarrassments which 
arise from the endeavor to maintain several 
standards of value still have their force. 

There is just now a seemingly greater demand 
for. silver dollars. It is only ih seeming. The 

rocess is this: Gold is deposited in New York. 

or that, by arrangement, silver dollars are 
taken from the mint at New Orleans. They are 
not put into circulation. They are deposited at 
once in the Sub-Treasury there, and silver cer- 
tificdtes taken to meet immediate pressing needs 
for currency. As gold certificates are now going 
into business hands in New Orleans, the process 
above stated will probably cease, as it is not 
sitver certificates will be sought 
rather than the gold certificates. That process 
keeps the silver dollars out of Treasury but 
a short time and does not put m into general 
circulation. N 

Ireter for a more full discussion of this sub- 
ject to my report of last year, and repeat my 
recommendation that the provision for the coin- 
age of a tixed amount of standard silver dollars 
each month be repeated and the department be

During the year the mints distributed 15,747,468 
standard silver dollars, leaving in their vaults

The affairs of the National banks during the 
current yemr are treated of more fully in the re- 
port of the Controller of the Currency than 
Spuco will permit herein. It gives au ab- 
struct of their resources and liabilities for each 
year since the Nauonal- bank system went into 
operation, togother with statistical information 
for a series of yCars, drawn from official sources,

The number of National banks organized dur- 
ing the year is 171, which is the greatest number 
organized during any year since 1872. The num- 
ber-of banks in operation is 2,.260—more than at 
any previous date..

The 
returnée made by them show that on Oct. 3 of 
the present year they bad as aggregate capital 
$483,104,218; as surpius, 8181.97, 450: as individ-

The number of banks whose corporate exist- 
ence either uus expired, or would bave expired 
if no action bad been taken by their stocknold- 
ers, is eighty-six. The siockhboiders of ufty- 
tour of them.

Judging 
that Congress was carnestly trying to stop a 
practice which it deemed fraught with evil, I 
believed it well to concur with the Controller of 
Currency in submitting the ‘matter to the De- 
partment of Justice for the official opinion of 
the Attorney-General whether a National ba 
might lawfully make such acceptances; and, 
the amount of them is supposed to be large,
